Sum-meh Senior 
meteorologist says fall in 
line to be similarly dull

The summer of 2013 won’t go 
down in the record books for 
much, as far as Environment 
Canada’s senior meteorolo¬ 
gist is concerned. 

“It’ll never be remem¬ 
bered as the summer of sum¬ 
mers,” David Phillips said on 
Tuesday. “It was almost kind 
of delightfully boring.” 

Phillips said June, July and 
August were pretty normal 
in terms of temperatures, 
with June and August regis¬ 
tering average daily temper¬ 
atures about half a degree 


above and below normal, re¬ 
spectively. 

July was significantly 
warmer than normal, with 
six days when the temper¬ 
ature — without factoring in 
humidity — reached 30 C. 

“It’s hard to get one day 
above 30 degrees in Halifax, 
and there were six of those,” 
said Phillips, adding there 
were just two in July 2012. 

“Those people that had 
their holidays in July were 
feeling the warmth.” 

Phillips said the summer 
could have been alarmingly 
dry, but for an exceptionally 
rainy June. More than 174 
millimetres of rain fell at 
Halifax Stanfield Internation¬ 
al that month, well above the 
normal 98 millimetres. 

“In many ways, that turned 
out to be the saviour in terms 
of keeping wildfires at bay 
and keeping water levels at 


least OK,” said Phillips. 

The divisional chief in 
charge of fire prevention for 
Halifax Regional Fire Services 
said the summer was pretty 
average in terms of grass fires 
and veiy quiet in terms of il¬ 
legal burns. 

“The summer was pretty 
good,” said Division Chief 
Dave Burnet. “The weather 
helped us out a lot... with the 
rain and the high humidity, it 
helps to stop fires spreading 
quickly.” 

Phillips said Environment 
Canada’s fall forecast calls 
for three more months of 
normal or above-normal tem¬ 
peratures in Nova Scotia, and 
normal precipitation. 

“I always think that the 
best falls in Canada are found 
in Atlantic Canada because of 
the warm (ocean) water, the 
residual heat,” he said. “So 
that’s certainly the case.”

$3.9-million pledge.

The provincial Progressive 
Conservatives are vowing to 
introduce a $200 tax credit to 
help parents and teachers cov¬ 
er the cost of school supplies. 

Party Leader Jamie Baillie 
made the announcement on 
Tuesday morning, citing the 
BMO Back to School survey 
that suggests parents in Atlan¬ 
tic Canada spend an average of 


$450 per student getting kids 
ready to go back to school. 

“It is unacceptable to me 
and to the PC party that the 
cost of going to school become 
a barrier to a good education,” 
he said. 

The credit would cost an es¬ 
timated $3.9 million annually. 

Theresa Orser, a parent 
of two and president of the 
Westmount Elementaiy Home 
and School Association, said 
she’s spent more than $600 on 
school supplies this year. 

“In addition to being a long¬ 
er list of supplies, there are 
more details on that list, being 
veiy specific about colours for 
binders and brands for pencils 
and pens,” Orser said. 

She said she shops around 
and reuses as much material

as possible, but the list is so 
long, the dollars add up pretty 
quickly. She questions some of 
the requirements, especially 
because there’s sometimes 
material left over at the end of 
the year. 

“Twenty-four hundred 


sheets of loose-leaf, 10 
months, a girl in Grade 4 and 
Grade 7, that’s a lot of writing. 
Especially in the age of com¬ 
puters,” she said. 

Baillie said he’d work with 
school boards to reduce the 
supply lists. 

“We do intend to lift the 
budgets of the school boards 
out of the annual budget pro¬ 
cess ... which makes it impos¬ 
sible for school boards to plan 
ahead,” he said. 

Education Minister Ra¬ 
mona Jennex said at a separ¬ 
ate event that the tax credit 
would be a “worthwhile ex¬ 
penditure.” 

“No one has any monopoly 
over a good idea and so defin¬ 
itely, we can look at that idea,” 
she said.

The report cards in the pub¬ 
lic school system have come 
under fire in recent months, 
and one Halifax-area princi¬ 
pal agrees there is room for 
improvement. 

“Any time that we can 
be more clear in reporting 
out to parents is not a bad 
thing,” said Amy MacLeod, 
principal at Ash Lee Jefferson 
Elementary School in Fall 
River, on Tuesday. 

Among the criticisms: 
The report cards contain too 
much jargon. 

At a news conference at 
the school, MacLeod pointed 
out teachers communicate 
with parents in a variety 
of ways about a student’s 
progress. 

“As teachers, as adminis¬ 


trators, we use other meth¬ 
ods to communicate to par¬ 
ents and it should not just be 
on the report card,” she said. 
“That’s not the only vehicle. 
Conversations, newsletters, 
parent-teacher interviews, 
emails, phone calls — there 
are so many different ways ... 
chats in the hallway.” 

Education Minister Ra¬ 
mona Jennex announced on 
Tuesday that the province is 
looking for input from par¬ 
ents and teachers about how 
to improve the report card 
system. People can submit 
their feedback to report- 
card@gov.ns.ca or by mail. 

“Government has heard 
some parents having con¬ 
cerns about our report 
cards,” said Jennex. 

A former teacher herself, 
Jennex did not provide any 
examples of potential chan-

ges that could be made. 

But she said a program 
that provides reading sup¬ 
port to children would be ex¬ 
panded across the province 
to include Grade 3 students 
by the 2014-15 school year. 

Succeeding in Reading 
helps schools quickly iden¬ 
tify students who need as¬ 
sistance to improve oral-lan¬ 
guage, reading, and writing 
skills. 

At present, the program 
is only available for children 
who are in primary through 
Grade 2. 

While some schools will 
be able to offer Succeeding 
in Reading at the Grade 3 
level this year, other schools 
won’t be able to roll out the 
enhanced programming 
until the next school year. 

The cost of expanding the 
program is $6 million.

ER closures in N.S. continue to decline: Report 





The amount of time emer¬ 
gency rooms are closed in 
Nova Scotia continues to 
decline, a trend that can be 
attributed to the opening of 
collaborative emergency cen¬ 
tres, the province’s health 
minister said Tuesday. 

David Wilson said 
progress is being made in 
keeping rural ERs open, 
pointing to a government 
report that shows ERs were 
shut down for 15,083 hours 
in the 2012-13 fiscal year, 
down from 17,717 hours the 
year before. 

“I think it’s a good model,” 


Wilson said of the province’s 
collaborative emergency 
centres, which have opened 
in seven communities since 
2011. 

Collaborative emergency 
centres are part of the NDP 
government’s response to 
overcrowding and closures 
at rural emergency rooms. 
The centres are essentially 
one-stop clinics that can see 
patients through same-day 
or next-day appointments 
and can handle most med¬ 
ical problems that aren’t life- 
threatening emergencies. 

They are staffed overnight 


by a registered nurse who is 
usually assisted by a para¬ 
medic and supported by an 
on-call physician. 

Wilson said while the 
government plans to expand 
the use of the centres, that 
would not be appropriate in 
some areas served by larger 
hospitals. 

The fourth annual Emer¬ 
gency Department Account¬ 
ability Report released Tues¬ 
day says while Nova Scotia 
is reducing the length of 
time ERs are shut — in 2009- 
10, for instance, they were 
closed for 19,116 hours — 13 


of the province’s 38 hospitals 
experienced ER closures last 
year. 

Wilson said challenges 
remain in some rural areas 
such as the South Shore, 
where the ER at Fisherman’s 
Memorial Hospital in Lunen¬ 
burg was closed for 3,395 
hours. 

He said physician staffing 
levels are a problem that the 
Health Department is trying 
to address through initiatives 
such as a medical-student 
residency program in the An¬ 
napolis Valley.

When fans stop Coiy Bowles 
for a photo, it’s usually be¬ 
cause they recognize him as 
his goofy character on TV’s 
Trailer Park Boys. 

But while the 39-year-old 
enjoys the attention for his 
role on the popular mocku- 
mentary series, he says the 
director’s chair is increasing¬ 
ly where he really feels alive. 

The Montreal-born, Nova 
Scotia-raised Bowles now 
hopes his latest short film, 
set to screen at the Toronto 
International Film Festi¬ 
val, will reveal a side of his 
personality that’s different 
from the comical grunt he’s 
known for portraying. 


Back in the Park 


In addition to his release at 
TIFF, Bowles is also directing 
the eighth season of Trailer 
Park Boys, an experience he 
describes as a “crazy chal¬ 
lenge” that’s nonetheless 
extremely rewarding. 


• “We got a really great 
feeling on set,” he said. 
“It feels like the way it is 
when I make my movies.” 


“Acting to me is a job,” 
Bowles said. “It’s a good job, 
a great job, but directing for 
me is a huge passion. 

“I love the collabora¬ 
tion with as many different 
people to tell something, to 
tell a story. That’s something 
that I’m really driven to do.” 

The film, Anatomy of As¬ 
sistance, Bowles’ fourth short 
release, follows a smart but 
rebellious teen who triggers 


a chain of events with the 
way she reacts to a financial 
handout. 

The satirical piece was 
created through a program 
at the Canadian Film Cen¬ 
tre, where Bowles recently 
completed a crash course on 
directing. It saw him draw on 
his own personal experiences 
while continually asking his 
crew to trust his vision of 
what the film should be. 

“With a film like this, it’s 
hard until it’s done to really 
prove or show your point of 
what the film is about,” he 
said. “I say ‘trust me’ a lot.” 

Bowles also used lessons 
learned from his time on 
Trailer Park Boys to create 
a layered piece that could 
be interpreted on different 
levels. 

“That’s the same way with 
Trailer Park Boys,” he said. 
“Yes, we’re a comedy show, 
but we also have a fair bit of 
humanity in the show.”

Grizzlies in crosshairs. 

B.C. government 
refuses to recognize 
First Nations tribal ban 
on bear hunting

Trophy hunting of grizzly 
bears on B.C.’s central coast 
continues while First Nations 
struggle to enforce a year-old 
tribal law barring hunters 
from killing the animals for 
sport, Metro has learned. 

A source who asked to re¬ 
main anonymous provided 
Metro with photographic evi¬ 
dence of a hunter showing off 
the severed head and paws of 
a grizzly bear after a spring 
hunting trip last May in the 
Kwatna River estuaiy between 
Bella Bella and Bella Coola. 

“They are photos that 
were taken by one of my 
field technicians this spring,” 
said Jessie Housty, an elected 
Heiltsuk tribal councillor and 
member of the Coastal First 
Nations Bear Working Group, 
a program whose staff have 
been patrolling and erecting 


signs in areas of high hunting 
activity. 

“Our technician was invit¬ 
ed onto the hunter’s boat and 
had a conversation with him. 
The man in the photo identi¬ 
fied himself ... as being Clay¬ 
ton Stoner.” 

A Minnesota Wild spokes¬ 
man confirmed Tuesday after¬ 
noon that the man in the 
photo was Stoner, a 28-year- 
old defenceman originally 
from Port McNeill, B.C. 

“I grew up hunting and 
fishing in British Columbia 
and continue to enjoy spend¬ 
ing time with my family 
outdoors,” Stoner said in an 
emailed statement. 

“I applied for and received 
a grizzly-bear hunting licence 
through a British Columbia 
limited-entiy lotteiy last win¬ 
ter and shot a grizzly bear 
with my licence while hunt¬ 
ing with my father, uncle and

a friend in May. I love to hunt 
and fish and will continue to 
do so.” 

Stoner is not the first NHL 
player to attract criticism. 
Last year, Canucks winger 
David Booth tweeted a photo 
of a black bear he had killed 
with a bow on a hunting trip 
in Alberta, saying: “Just killed 
a Chara sized bruin! 7ft black 
bear - 21in skull.” 

The tweet proved contro¬ 
versial because Booth had 
used a technique called bear 
baiting, which is allowed in 
Alberta but illegal in B.C. 

With the fall bear-hunting 
season opening across B.C. 
— the activity is allowed and 
regulated by the provincial 
government — Housty said it 
remains difficult to enforce 
the tribal hunting ban, since 
provincial officials don’t rec¬ 
ognize its authority. 

“Ultimately what we’d like 


to see is other governments 
respecting the ban that we’ve 
put in place,” Housty said. 

She argues hunting for 
sport is also a threat to sus¬ 
tainable economic opportun¬ 
ities, including eco-tourism, 
that First Nations have been 
exploring. 

“Bears are worth far more 
alive than they are dead.” 

The B.C. minister of forests, 
lands and natural resource 
operations was not immedi¬ 
ately available for comment. 
A ministiy spokesman said 
there are at least 15,000 griz¬ 
zlies in B.C. 

Officials have released 
3,786 limited authorizations 
allowing hunters to shoot and 
kill bears during this year’s 
spring and fall seasons. 

The ministiy estimates 
some 300 grizzlies are har¬ 
vested in the province eveiy 
year. 



Boy sees no charges in child killing 



Lee Bonneau should have 
begun Grade 2 on Tuesday, 
but instead it was a day 
when information about the 
six-year-old’s grisly death, 
allegedly at the hands of an¬ 
other child, was released by 
police. 

At a news conference in 
Regina, Sgt. Lariy Brost, act¬ 
ing officer in charge of an 
RCMP major-crimes unit, con¬ 
firmed that if the suspect had 
not been under the age of 12 
— the age needed to face the 
legal system under the fed¬ 
eral Youth Criminal Justice 
Act — he would have been 
charged with murder in the 
tragedy at a Saskatchewan 
First Nation. 

“There is no other person 
at this point in time in the 
investigation that could be 
responsible, other than this 
child,” Brost told reporters 
at RCMP divisional headquar¬ 
ters. 

The boy — whose age has 
not been made public due 
to privacy legislation — is in 
the custody of the Ministry of 
Social Services and is being 
held at an out-of-home facil¬ 
ity equipped with 24-hour 
supervision. 


He is deemed “in need 
of protection,” according to 
social services, while med¬ 
ical and other professionals 
determine the kind of treat¬ 
ment and supervision he will 
require. 

Lee died on Aug. 21 at 
southeast Saskatchewan’s 
Kahlcewistahaw First Nation 
from head trauma caused 
by a weapon — not a gun or 
knife, police confirmed, but a 
weapon “of opportunity.” 

Lee had last been seen 
walking with the other boy 
after he went missing from a 
community centre, where his 
caregiver was playing bingo. 
Lee, whose funeral was held 
on Friday, was a ward of a 
foster home just outside the 
reserve near Broadview. 

The two boys did not know 
each other. 

Social Services Minister 
June Draude is asking the 
province’s child advocate, 
Bob Pringle, to immediately 
look into the case. 

“We lost not just one child, 
but we lost two,” Draude said. 

“We lost individuals that 
could have been a part of our 
society right now.”

SIU probe. Elderly woman 
falls, fractures hip after 
being Tasered by police 


Ontario’s police watchdog is 
investigating an incident in 
which they say an 80-year- 
old woman fell and suffered 
a fractured hip after she was 
struck by police with a Taser. 

Special Investigations Unit 
spokeswoman Monica Hudon 
said three Peel Region offi¬ 
cers approached the woman 
at about 3:30 a.m. last Wed¬ 
nesday as she was walking 
along a road in Mississauga. 

Hudon said officers spoke 
with the woman until “at 
some point” an officer fired 
his Taser. 

Hudon said the elderly 
woman fell to the ground and 
was rushed to Credit Valley 
Hospital for treatment. 

The incident occurred one 
day after the province an¬ 
nounced it would permit all 
front-line police officers to 
carry stun guns. 

The use of force by police 
in Ontario has come under 
scrutiny after Sammy Yatim, 
18, was shot multiple times 
and Tasered by police during 
a confrontation on an empty

Many police forces, includ¬ 
ing the Ontario Provincial 
Police and Toronto Police 
Service, have said they plan 
to train and equip their 
officers with stun guns, in 
addition to the sidearm, 
extendable baton and 
pepper spray that they cur¬ 
rently carry.

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Report. More than 8,000 
women killed in India last 
year over dowry disputes 


One woman dies every hour 
in India because of dowry- 
related crimes, indicating 
that the country’s economic 
boom has made demands for 
dowries even more persis¬ 
tent, women’s rights activ¬ 
ists said Tuesday. 

The National Crime Re¬ 
cords Bureau says 8,233 
women were killed across 
India last year because of dis¬ 
putes over dowry payments 
given by the bride’s family 
to the groom or his family at 
the time of marriage. 

The conviction rate in 
dowry-related crimes re¬ 
mained a low 32 per cent, 
according to statistics the 
bureau published last week. 

Indian law prohibits 
the giving or receiving of a 
dowry, but the centuries-old 
social custom persists. 

Dowry demands often 



continue for years after 
the wedding. Each year, 
thousands of young Indian 
women are doused with 
gasoline and burned to death 
because the groom or his 
family felt the dowry was in¬ 
adequate.

Top U.S. Republican 
supports Syrian strike 


Congress returns next 
week President’s push 
to gain congressional 
approval gains steam as 
Speaker John Boehner 
signals his support 


U.S. President Barack Obama 
gained ground Tuesday with 
his drive for congressional 
backing of a militaiy strike 
against Syria, winning critical 
support from the top Republic¬ 
an in Washington. Key Senate 
Democrats and Republicans 
agreed to back legislation rul¬ 
ing out the use of U.S. ground 
troops in any military re¬ 
sponse to a suspected chemical 


weapons attack. 

The Republican speaker of 
the House of Representatives, 
John Boehner, said taking ac¬ 
tion is something “the United 
States as a country needs to 
do.” 

Boehner emerged from a 
meeting at the White House 
and said the United States has 
“enemies around the world 
that need to understand that 
we’re not going to tolerate this 
type of behaviour.” 

Obama on Saturday un¬ 
expectedly stepped back from 
ordering a militaiy strike 
under his own authority and 
announced Saturday he would 
seek congressional approval. 

The president urged Con¬ 
gress to hold a prompt vote 
once it returns from holiday 


next week. 

He also tried to assure the 
public that involvement in 
Syria will be a “limited, propor¬ 
tional step.” 

“This is not Iraq, and this is 
not Afghanistan,” Obama said. 

He met with top lawmakers 
hours before he was to leave on 
a three-day trip to Europe, with 
a visit to Sweden and a G-20 
summit in Russia. 

Lawmakers in both the Re¬ 
publican and Democratic par¬ 
ties called for changes in the 
president’s requested legisla¬ 
tion, insisting it be rewritten to 
restrict the type and duration 
of any military action. 

Officials said the emerging 
Senate measure would receive 
a vote Wednesday in the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee. 


Approval is likely. 

In the Senate, the com¬ 
promise was the work of Sens. 
Bob Menendez, the Democratic 
chairman of the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee, and Bob 
Corker, the senior Republican 
on the panel. Their committee 
held a lengthy hearing during 
on Obama’s request for legisla¬ 
tion in support of the militaiy 
reprisal he wants. 

The proposed measure 
would set a time limit of 60 
days for any military action 
and says the president could 
extend that for 30 days more 
unless Congress has a vote of 
disapproval. 

The measure also bars the 
use of U.S. ground troops for 
“combat operations.”

The $ 7.2-billion US deal

Vin Diesel has been acting 
since age seven and played 
many characters on screen, 
but he is best known by two 
alter egos. 

We’ll have to wait until 
next year to see him behind 
the wheel as Dominic Tor- 
etto in the new Fast and Furi¬ 
ous movie, but this weekend 


he returns to theatres as Ri¬ 
chard B. Riddick, anti-hero 
of the Pitch Black series of 
films and video games. 

In Riddick, his fourth 
outing as the mercenary- 
turned-enforcer, he has been 
double-crossed and left for 
dead. 

His battles with predatory 
aliens has honed his skills, 
his thirst for revenge and his 
desire to return to his home 
planet of Furya. 

Diesel loves playing Ridd¬ 
ick. “I know it sounds corny 
but I feel like I learn about 
myself when I play that char¬ 
acter,” he says. 

But he’s also created some 
other memorable characters. 

Critics and audiences first 
took notice of Diesel as Pri¬ 
vate Caparzo in Saving Pri¬ 
vate Ryan. He says winning 
the role was “like one of 
those Hollywood fairy tales 


that you never believed.” 

Director Steven Spielberg 
saw Multi-Facial, an liber low 
budget short film directed by 
and starring Diesel. 

The ET director was so 
taken with the young actor’s 
performance that he had 
a role specially written for 
him. The result was an effect¬ 
ive performance that mixed 
physicality with poignancy. 

Diesel lent his distinct¬ 
ive gravelly voice to the title 
character in the animated 
film The Iron Giant. 

Directed by Brad Bird, the 
story of a lonely boy who 
discovers a 50-foot, metal¬ 
eating robot who fell from 
space, failed at the box office 
but has a 97 per cent Rotten 
Tomatoes rating. 

His searing portrayal of 
streetwise stockbroker Chris 
Variclc in the 2000 stock¬ 
broker drama Boiler Room 


garnered him considerable 
critical praise. 

Roger Ebert wrote, 
“Diesel is interesting. Some¬ 
thing will come of him,” and 
New York Times critic A.O. 
Scott said the actor, “may be 
the sexiest ugly man in mov¬ 
ies since Anthony Quinn.” 

Knoclcaround Guys is a 
coming-of-age story with a 
gangland twist. 

The four sons (Vin Diesel, 
Seth Green, Bariy Pep¬ 
per, and Andrew Davoli) of 
Brooklyn mobsters band 
together to reclaim a quarter 
of a million dollars lost in a 
small town run by a crooked 
sheriff (Tom Noonan). 

Diesel oozes charisma in a 
so-so film, tossing off tough 
guy lines like, “That’s about 
the only thing you can count 
on in this life, there’s nobody 
that wouldn’t hurt you ... if it 
helped them,” with ease.

A new name and a slew of 
techno enhancements are the 
first clues that Infiniti’s Q50 
sedan is something special. 

But with nearly every mem¬ 
ber of Nissan’s upscale division 
switching to new alphanumer¬ 
ic identification along with, in 
most cases, reconfigured sheet- 
metal, it isn’t the only interest¬ 
ing car on Infiniti’s plate for 
2014. Although it was thought 
that the Q50 would replace the 
G37, the sedan version will re¬ 
main in the United States as an 
entry model for a couple more 
seasons. As of press time, it’s 
unclear whether Canada will 
follow suit. 

Since the Q50 and G37 
share the same basic dimen¬ 
sions, platform, suspension 
and powertrain and offer the 
same all-wheel-drive option, 
the differences between the 
two boil down to style and

As for looks, the Q50 shows 
off its top form with tasteful 
curves, swirls, bulges and 
angles that makes the once- 
stylish G37 seem downright 
dated and frumpy by com¬ 
parison. It’s also set apart 
by a hunlcered-down stance 
that reaffirms its sport- 
sedan status, in particular 
with the optional 19-inch 
wheel-and-tire package. 


standard and available content. 
In both categories the Q50 
outshines the G37 by a wide 
margin and should experience 
little trouble attracting buyers 
desiring a well-equipped roll¬ 
ing fashion statement to tool 
around in. Another important 
point of differentiation is the 
addition of the Q50 Hybrid that 
combines a potent mix of fuel 
economy and performance. 

A cabin that elevates taste¬ 
fulness to a new level also re¬ 
affirms the car’s luxuiy-vehicle 
cred. This is especially in 
evidence with a dual-coclcpit- 
shaped dashboard with both 
17.5- and 20-centimetre touch¬ 


screen displays that operate the 
climate, communications and 
optional navigation systems. 

Going forward, the Q50 em¬ 
ploys a 3.7-litre V6 (same as in 
the G37) that makes 328 horse¬ 
power and 269 pound-feet of 
torque, while the Q50 Hybrid 
combines a 302-horsepower 
3.5-litre V6 with an electric mo¬ 
tor rated at 67 horsepower and 
214 pound-feet of torque to 
produce 360 net horsepower. 

The Q50 Hybrid’s gasoline- 
electric powertrain is virtu¬ 
ally identical to that used in 
what was previously called 
the M35h. For 2014, the M35h 
has been renamed the Q70 


Hybrid. Its 50-kilowatt elec¬ 
tric motor uses energy stored 
in a 346-volt lithium-ion bat- 
teiy pack located behind the 
rear seat. The Hybrid uses the 
same seven-speed automatic 
transmission as the regular 
Q50, as opposed to a less-than- 
sporting continuously variable 
unit found in most other hy¬ 
brids. As well you can specify 
all-wheel-drive for the Hybrid, 
which is not available on simi¬ 
larly propelled Lexus or Lin¬ 
coln models. 

Befitting of any luxury 
sedan, the Q50 arrives prop¬ 
erly attired, however the Q50 
Premium adds heated front 


seats, power moonroof and 
Bose’s 14-spealcer “Studio on 
Wheels” audio system. Note 
that the Q50 Hybrid starts at 
the Premium trim level. 

The Q50S adds metal-trim 
accents, 19-inch wheels, sport- 
tuned suspension and brakes 
and a different front bumper. 

The Q50’s $39,500 base 
price ($49,000 for the Hybrid 
Premium) is competitive with 
similar North American, Ger¬ 
man and Japanese marques, 
but with elevated content and 
eye appeal that communicates 
a unique luxuiy presence re¬ 
gardless of what name appears 
on the truck lid.

Car culture doesn’t have 
spring and fall collections like 
we see in the fashion world. 
But that won’t stop us from 
looking at some auto trends 
that have been percolating re¬ 
cently as we start the slide into 
autumn. 

All three of the following 
trends and stoiy lines added 
major plot developments this 
past week. 

Luxury in every niche 

Jaguar released a teaser image 
last week of its forthcoming 
C-X17 Concept, which will be 
unveiled at next week’s auto 
show in Frankfurt. It’s a tail- 
wagon or SUV thing! Jaguar 
was one of the few luxuiy 
brands left that hadn’t gone 
over to the SUV dark side. 
Even Maserati is in the game 
now, with the Cherolcee-based 
Kubang. But no sense beating 
your head against the wall; 
eveiyone else has already 
proven that there is money 
in those hills. Luxuiy brands 
used to exclusively make big 
sedans and big coupes. Now 
we have luxuiy contenders 
in eveiy passenger car and 
crossover configuration, and 
in eveiy size categoiy, from 
compact to super size. For the 
record, Jaguar said the C-X17 
was created to debut Jaguar’s 
new modular aluminum 
architecture, and will illus¬ 
trate “the diversity of vehicles 
that could be produced using 
this architecture.” 

Self driving cars 

Nissan announced last week 
it will be ready with com¬ 
mercially viable “Autonomous 
Drive” in multiple vehicles 
by the year 2020. Lots of 
automakers are working on 
self-driving cars, but Nissan is 


the first to give us an actual 
completion date. Of course, 
a “commercially viable” self¬ 
driving vehicle in 2020 might 
be a moot point, if jurisdic¬ 
tions around the world don’t 
want to, or aren’t ready with 
the right infrastructure to, 
give the green light to this 
kind of ground-shaking 
change in the personal trans¬ 
portation world. Not long ago 
autonomous drive felt like a 
technology that was going to 
be in indefinite development; 
now it feels like the technol¬ 
ogy will not be denied. 

Dealerships for millenniums 

We spoke recently about 
how the particular wants 
and needs of the millennium 
demographic are influencing 
vehicle design, but the impact 
of these 16 to 32 old buyers 
will also be driving change 
at the dealership. A recent 
and major study released last 
week by AutoTrader.com, 
revealed that millenniums 
actually like kicking tires 
and talking to salespeople at 
a dealership even more than 
their baby boomer parents. 
But the kicker is that the 
experience goes down hill 
so much faster for them the 
second the salespeople get 
into any tactics, are less than 
forthright, and/or don’t give 
them the time and space they 
need to make the right deci¬ 
sion. Millenniums strongly 
prefer a salesperson close to 
their own age that adopts a 
consultative approach, much 
like what they see in an 
Apple Store. 

Final fashion tip 

Okay now back to fall 
fashion for a moment: Those 
of you still wearing white 
after Labour Day — more 
power to you. It’s not a 
fashion hill I am prepared 
to die on, but for solidarity, 

I will continue with the 
white underwear.

Shifting 
to low power delivers 
ultimate off-roading 
when you find yourself

When you want to go off the 
beaten path, nothing beats 
a “four-by-four,” a truck or 
SUV with four-wheel drive 
and a two-speed transfer 
case. But it’s important to 
know what’s happening in 
the vehicle so you can use 
the right configuration for 
the job. 

“The two-speed system 
isn’t just about four-wheel 
drive, but a more off-road ex¬ 
perience,” says Peter Frantz- 
eslcalcis, vehicle engineering 
manager for Ford’s F-Series 
pickup trucks. “If you’re 
in a very aggressive situa¬ 


tion, like really deep snow 
or mud, you can engage the 
4Low to help you crawl out.” 

A truck so equipped will 
have a dial or lever that gives 
you 2WD (two-wheel drive), 
4High, and 4Low. Depending 
on the model, it may also 
have 4Auto. In 2WD, it oper¬ 
ates only the rear wheels. In 
the 4WD settings, it engages 
the transfer case, which is 
the unit that transfers power 
to the front wheels as well. 

In 4High, all four wheels 
receive power at the same 
rate as they would in 2WD. 
This is usually sufficient for 
most off-road applications, 
but there are times when 
you need even more grunt, 
and that’s the job of the 
4Low setting. “This is a low 
gear that the transfer case 
offers,” Frantzeslcalcis says. 
“This gives more multipli¬ 
cation of the torque that’s 
available.” 

Simply put, when the 
vehicle is in 4Low, the turn¬ 
ing power to the wheels is 


Tips 


• Know your system. There 
are different types of AWD 
and 4WD, and auto manu¬ 
facturers sometimes use 
whichever term they prefer, 
so be sure you know what 
type of system you have. 

• Tread choice. Off-road 
ability also depends on the 
tires, and you need tires with 
aggressive tread if you’re 
planning on travelling over 
very difficult terrain. 

• Neutral notice. Most 
vehicles require you to be 
stopped and in neutral be¬ 
fore you can shift into 4 L 0 W. 


increased — in Ford’s case, 
by 2.64 times — to help the 
truck dig in and get you out 
of any tough going. You’re 
basically exchanging speed 
for power, so you can only 
travel at slower speeds in 


4Low. 

The 4High and 4Low set¬ 
tings should only be used 
on gravel, mud or deep 
snow, not on dry roads. The 
transfer case turns all four 
wheels at the same speed, 
and while they can slide a 


little on loose surfaces, the 
system can bind on dry sur¬ 
faces, which can cause the 
truck to “hop” when you 
turn, or potentially even 
damage the four-wheel sys¬ 
tem. 

Vehicles with a 4Auto 


setting have a transfer case 
that can adjust power to 
each axle, so these can be 
driven in four-wheel on 
firm pavement. Cars and 
SUVs with all-wheel drive, 
or AWD, can also be driven 
on all surfaces.
